Alderson outlined his views in 


tesimony before a 
House 
Agri 


culture subcommitee headed by 
old friend Rep. Gathings. 


Alderson conceded he probably 


was before the wrong committee 
since tax maters are handled b> 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. But his views obviously in- 
terested Gathings and other mem- 
bers of the subcommitee. 


Alderson pointed 
out that for 


1955 
corporation income was at a 


new high peak and all levels oi 
the nation's economy were bom- 
ing with one notable exception — 
Farming. 


What then, was the reason for 


this? 


Well, Alderson said. h,e reasoned 


that it was the result of the tax 
structure which give 
industry 


sorne irnporaht concessions. 


For jhsance, he said, corpora- 


tions 
increased . .their 
working 


capital. by 2'/2 billion dollars last 
year. How? Well, he said, he be- 
lieves it is chiefly the result if 
the rapid tax amortization granted 
industries on capital invesments. 


An indusry, he said, is allowed 


under the law to write off as de- 
preciation a big part 
of capital 


outlays for improvements in a pe- 
riod of five years. This gives it 
a rolling fund. 


But the farmer, he said, has no 


such gimmick. Jf he buys a trac- 
or he has to amortize it over 10 
years and actually its useful )"•'•> 
isn't that long. Industry, he sad, 
'can amprtize jri five years and its 
equipment arid plans are good for 
many, many years. 


Similarly, Alderson said, the oil 


mining industries, get special 


treatment on their income taxes 
by what is known as depletion 
al- 


lowances. 


"A farmer constantly is deplet-

MAKES HISTORY —World's 
champion corn grower is 16- 
year-old Lamar Ratlifl of Bald- 
win, Miss.

Bulganin sent Eisenhower a per- 
sonal message. 


Thereafter Eden's 
approaching 


visit had to share 
top headlines 


with the message. 
Secrecy sur- 


rounding it added to the interest. 
Russia didn't spoil the interest by 
revealing the contents. 


Jan. 28. Eisenhower 
released 


both Bulganin's message and 
his 


own reply. Bulganin had proposed 
a 20-year friendship treaty.
